Albany, N. Y., July °0.—(P)— 
Speculation about what he will em- 
phasize in his forthcoming acceptance 
speech prompted Governor Smith to 
declare today that no one except him- 
self knows what he intends to say. 

Discrediting published forecasts, the 
democratic presidentia] nominee reit- 
erated that he proposed, at the time 
of his notification next month, to dis- 
cuss all the major issues of the cam- 
paign. He also advised newspaper: 
men at his daily conference with them 
that there was no basis for reports 
that he intended to subordinate prohi- 
bition and farm relief and emphasize 
in their stead his views for a gener- 
al reorganization of federal govern- 


ment departments. 
Prohibition Problem. 

“Prohibition and farm relief both 
will be dealt with extensively,” said 
the governor with a tone of finality. 
He said he planned to deal “definite- 
ly” with all issues, and stated em- 
phatically that nothing that is an is- 


sue would be left out. 

The nominee already is shaping up 
his acceptance speech in his mind. 
lie had as an overnight guest at the 
executive mansion Senator Pittman, 
of Nevada, who was chairman of the 
platform committe at the Houston 
convention and will head the commit- 
tee that formally will apprise Smith 
of his nomination. 

The visit of the western senator, 
his second here in a fortnight, af- 
forded Governor Smith and him an 
opportunity not only to discuss the 
points emphasized in the democratic 
platform, but the approaching noti- 
fication ceremony. 

Pittman Leaves. 


Pittman left at noon for New York 
and “Washington, leaving it to the 
nominee to determine when the cere- 
mony should take place. Smith said 
that a date could not be determined 
until he learned just when a nation- 
wide radio hook-up could be arranged. 
He indicated that he would reach a 
decision before the first of the week. 

It has been determined to hold the 
ceremony at night on the east steps 
of the state capitol Arrangements 
mare being made to handle a throng 
in the adjoining park, and Albany of- 
ficials are predicting a crowd of at 
least 100,000. In the event of bad 
weather, it was said today that rather 
than attempt to postpone the event, 
Governor Smith might deliver his 
speech in the relatively small as- 
sembly chamber, which would accom- 
modate the notification committee, 
newspaper correspondents and a lim- 
ited number of guests only. 

The Smith notification is certain 
to come after that for Herbert Hoo-

DEAN JOHNSTON 


TAREN BY DEATH 


Leading Episcopalian Had 
Been Connected With 
St. Phillip’s Here for 12 
Years; Funeral Sunday. 


Dean Thomas H. Johnston, for 12 
years dean of St. Vhilip’s cathedral, 
died at 3 o'clock Friday afternoon, a 
victim of a malady he contracted in 
the red-splashed fields of Flanders 
while serving as a chaplain with the 
American expeditionary forces in 
1918, 

Dean Johnston, one ‘of the _ best- 
beloved divines who ever occupied an 
Atlanta pulpit, was stricken with a 
recurrence of the streptococci poison- 
ing from which he suffered in France, 
about four months ago. He had 
been in a local sanatorium since, mak- 
ing a valiant but, as it proved, un- 
availing fight for life. 


Bishop H. J. Mikell will officiate! } 
at the funeral services, to be held at} 


4 oclock Sunday afternoon in St. 
Philip’s, and interment will be in 
West View cemetery. The members 
of the Cathedral chapter—Dr. Geerge 
H. Noble, Sr., R. A. Palmer, F. L. 
Neufville, C. 8S. Barker, F. F. Gould, 
H. A. Watson, St. Elmo Massengale, 
Lawrence Everhart, C, E. Shepard 


and Robert Ennis, will act as pall- 
bearers. The Episcopal rectors of 
the city will form a guard of honor 
in the funeral cortege and the mem- 
bers of the Coeur de Lion comman- 
dery of the Knights Templar will at- 
tend the services in a body. 

Dean Johnston was a native of Ire- 
land, with all the lovable character- 
istics of the Irish. He was born in 
Newry, county Cork, in 1874. He 
was a graduate of the Royal univer- 
sity, of Dublin, and first came to 
America as a lay assistant to 
famous Bishop Ethelbert Tolbert. the 
missionary bishop of Wyoming. Bish- 
op Tolbert was one of the most pic- 
tuesque characters in the entire his- 
tory of the ehurch in America, his 
work among the cowboys and other 
characters of the old western frontier 
days forming a dramatic romance of 
missionary work. 

After serving for some years un- 
der Bishop Tolbert, the young Irish 
layman went to the Theological semi- 
nary of New York and graduated 
from that institution in 1897. He

She said that she was never locked 
up at Lakeland, where she told police 
her alleged abductor took her, but 
being without funds and threatened by 
Fair, she was afraid to leave. 

Insisted on Marrying, 

Mrs. Heath told police here that 
Fair had kept her in a house at Lake- 
land with another woman for 10 days. 
She said he insisted on marrying her 
and was attempting to hold her until 
he had obtained a divorce from his 
present wife. 

She denied reports tonight that she 
had accompanied Fair to Florida vol- 
untarily. 

Escaping from the house in Lake- 
land yesterday, Mrs. Heath came to 
Tampa where she is waiting for funds 
from relatives to return to Atlanta. 
Meanwhile she is being cared for by 
the Salvation Army.

Mexico City, July 20.—(?)—Mexi- 
ean military authorities and police to- 
day were restrained by the district 
court from taking any action against 
Jose De Leon Toral, slayer of (en- 
eral Alvaro Obregon, for 72 hours. 

This action came simultaneously 
with official announcement that the 
youth would be given a public, civil 
trial, 

Taken together the two develop- 
ments meant that the assassin has at 
least three days to live. They meant, 
too, that- there will be no summary 
execution. 

Temporary heads of the police de- 
partment, appointed from among Obre- 
gon’s close associates in order that 
they might have a free hand in run- 
ning down possible backers of De Leon 
Toral, had indicated shortly before 
the district court acted that they 
would favor civil rather than military 
law procedure in the case. 

It was understood that in this at- 
titude they were in agreement with 
leaders in military circles and many 
other administration supporters. 

There were several additional arrests 
in connection with the assassination 
today but General Antonio Rios Zer- 
tuche, chief of police, declined to re- 
veal their identity or to tell how many 
new prisoners there were. He also 
refused to give the total thus far ar- 
rested, 


“The investigation will continue 
upon the same line that has marked 
it hitherto—that is, “the responsi- 
bility of the Catholic clergy,” he said.

| News.)—-The mystery of reincarna- 


tion and a young girl's belief in a 
better life after death were involved 
tonight in the attempt of New York 
police authorities to explain the ap- 
parent suicide of Miss Virginia Drew, 
24, whose body was recovered from 
the North river and identified today 
by her father. 

Foremost among police activities to- 
night was a search for Maxwell Bo- 
denheim, a New York novelist of 


some distinction, who was known to 
have taken an interest in Miss Drew 
and to have given her promise of as- 
sistance in her struggle for literary 
attention. Bodenheim, it was learned 
soon after his name was brought into 
the case, has been absent from his 


45th street apartment. since early 


Tuesday when he left, carrying two 
suitcases and a tyyowriter. 

The possibility of a suicide pact, 
with the girl fulfilling her end of the 
vow and the novelist backing down 
from his end, was considered serious- 
ly by investigators, who believed Bo- 
denheim would be found either in New 
York or in some nearby city. 

The story, pieced together bit by 


bit today, runs along not altogether 
unlike many of the stories written of 
struggling young artists in New 
York's Greenwich Village. 

Miss Drew was the daughter of 
Eugene Drew, a station agent for the 
New York Central railroad. She had 
artistic and literary aspirations and 
attended art school with a girl about 
her own age, Carolyn Novotny. To-

The information is directed to be 
given in the form of affidavits to cover 
the following points: 

“Any money or contributions to any 
person, party or organization for po- 
litical purposes, both before and since 
your appointment as postmaster. 

“Statement of the date and method 
of payment and the reasons for such 
payment. 

“Name of the party to whom pay- 
ment was made; his position in the 
political committee, if any, and thie 
exact facts @md circumstances of his 
demand, 

“Whether payments have 
made monthly or at intervals, 
the amount of each payment. 

“If any payments have been made 
to committees or representatives of 
any political party during this or any 
previous administration, state the 
facts.” 

Mr. New’'s letter noted that the com- 
mittee could summon postmasters tu 
testify concerning the questions asked 
by him and said the only purpose of 
requesting affidavits on the matters 
involved was “to save expense and 
the annoyance of travel, as well as to 
save time.” The affidavits are to he 
forwarded to Mr. New, who will de- 
liver them to the committee. 

Calling attention to a committee 
statement which denied that the inves- 
tigation was designed to “cause the 
removal of postmasters who have con- 
tributed money to secure their ap- 
pointments,” Mr. New added, as pvst- 
master general, “that it is to be defi- 
nitely understood that no. system of 
levy, sale or contribution that reflects 
discredit upon this department shall 
be permitted to be practiced if it is 
within its power to prevent it, and, in 
order that it may be fully advised, 
you are requested to give us a com- 
plete and frank statement as to any 
facts that may be useful to the depart- 
ment in bringing about the end de- 
sired.”

TROOPS FIRE SALUTE AT SAN ANTONIO 


Carranza’s Train 


San Antonio, July 20.—(?)—The 
skies which a week ago dashed Cap- 
tain Emiljo Carranza to the earth and 
to death today wept flowers on his 
funeral cortege as the body of the 
Mexican flier paused in San ‘Antonio 
to receive the final gesture of friend- 
ship and sympathy which this country 
will offer before the funeral train 
reaches the Mexican border. 

A flying guard of honor composed 


of 100 of the army's fighting air- | 


planes met the train at New Braun- 
fels, Texas, 30 miles north of here, 
and escorted it to San Antonio. 

At the city limits the last flight of 
the formation swept down in an long, 
graceful curve to shower the coach in 
which the body rested with masses of 
native Texas flowers. An eleven-gun 
salute, accorded brigadiers general, 
was fired by the Fifteenth field artil- 
lery as the train entered the depot. 
The Mexican government gave Cap- 
tain Carranza the rank of brigadier 
after his death. 


At the depot the flier was among 


time since he crossed the border on 
his ill-fated good-will flight to this 
country, for the International and 
Great Northern depot here is in the 
heart of the Mexican district. 
Thousands of Mexicans were gath- 
ered about the trainshed, and lined 
in solid ranks all along the route of

HOSPITAL IS URGED 
FOR MENTAL CASES 


Fulton County Commis- 
sion Take Under Ad- 
visement Plan Present- 
ed by Dr. N. M. Owensby 


The Fulton commission took under 
advisement Friday a plan for estab- 
lishment here of a county psycho- 
pathic hospital for treatment of men- 
tal cases believed to be curable. 

Dr. N. M. Owensby, Atlanta spe- 
cialist in nervoudy and mental dis- 
eases and former superintendent of 
the City Insane asylum at Baltimore, 
Md., advocated the plan before the 
commission's public works committee. 

Commissioners George M. Hope, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
and Dr. W. LL. Gilbert, chairman of 
the alms and juveniles committee, 
were delegated to confer with Dr. 
Owensby and return a report on the 
project to the next hoard meeting. 

Hospital Crowded. 

The practice of submitting the in- 
sane to ten days of jail confinement, 
the crowded condition of the state 
asylum at Milledgeville and the possi- 
bility of curing a large number of de- 
mented persons consigned to the asy- 
lum under existing conditions were 
advocated by Dr. Owensby in support 
of his proposal. 

Sheriff James I. Lowry told the 
meeting that in a number of cases pa- 
tients from this county were refused 
entrance at Milledgeville because of 
lack of accommodation, and that he 
was forced to release them from jail 
for the same, reason, although many 
appeared to be dangerous cases. 

While Milledgeville accepts annual- 
ly but 150 of Fulton county’s cases, 
from 250 to 300 persons each year 
should be treated at a sanitarium for 
the insane, Dr. Owensby said. 


Cures Are Possible.

cerned, cures can be affected if 
prompt treatment is given,’ Dr. 
Owensby asserted. “To subject such 
persons to ten days of jail confine- 
ment, us required by law before the 
lunacy board passes on their eligibil- 
ity for Milledgeville, is as inhumane 
as to jail individuals brought down 
with typhoid fever, or other diseases.” 

“We treat our insane like criminals 
if they happen to be too poor to gain 
acceptance at private institutions,”

They 
are charged with violating the law pro- 
hibiting purchase and sale of public 
office. 

Patton also was named ‘> an in- 
dictment for conspiring with Perry H. 
Howard, negro national committeeman 
from Mississippi, and a special United 
States assistant attorney general, S.

FOR NEAR TRAGEDY 


700 in Poor Districts 
Given Outing as Heat 
Wave Sweeps City; Food 
Believed Spoiled. 


Washington, July 20.—(United 
News.)—Two hundred persons, most- 
ly children, were stricken with food 
poisoning during a picnic at Marshall 


Hall, 15 miles down the Potomac river 
today. One, Mrs. Catherine West, 
was in a serious condition, The ill 
are all either women or children. 

All but eight of the 50 sent 
Emergency hospital were allowed 
return to their homes by 11:30 p. m. 
after receiving-treatment. The condi- 
tion of the remaining eight with the 
exception of Mrs. West was not seri- 
ous, it was said. Physicians expressed 
doubt that Mrs. West would recover. 

Treated at Scene. 
The others were given first aid 


treatment at the picnic grounds by 
doctors and nurses who were rushed 
from Washington and were brought 
back by steamer. 

The tragedy came as the climax of 
a picnic given Washington children 
by Central Union mission. Washing- 
ton has burned under an intense heat 
wave and the mission took 700 chil- 
dren from congested districts down 
the river for a picnic excursion in the 
old river steamer Charles MacAlester. 

Shortly after lunch children began 
to fall ill and frantic calls were sent 
to Washington, The most seriously 
ill were loaded on the MacAlester and 
rushed to Washington. ‘The others 
were treated and stretched out on the 
grass until they were sufficiently re- 
covered to return to Washington. 


Eggs Are Blamed. 


Some blamed the illness on eggs. 
Police assigned an_ investigator to 
seize samples of the food for analysis. 

Those in charge of the ‘mission in- 
sisted that the food was freshly pre- 
pared. Others said the food seemed 
to have heen prepared some time ago. 

After bringing the first load of 50 
children to Washington, the MacAles- 
ter returned for the remainder of the 
picnic party. 

The ambulance surgeon reported 
only two seriously and three less 
seriously ill were on the second boat- 
load. The two seriously ill persons, 
beth adults, were carried away on 
stretchers. 

The ambulance surgeon came off the 
ship with two lunch boxes of what 
he said was contaminated food. 

“This is the evidence,” he _ said. 
“These eggs were cooked two weeks 
ago.” 

Asked how he verified this, he re- 
fused to answer but reiterated that

Mrs. J. V. Brown, Denver society 
woman, has promised Mrs. Tabor help 
in obtaining the $14,000 necessary to 
redeem the mine which went under the 
auctioneer’s hammar Monday to sat- 
isfy creditors. Forty days grace were 
allowed the widow to take action. 

“I have started the ball rolling,” 
Mrs. Brown said, “and soon Mrs. Ta- 
bor will have her property, and can 
return te work the mine which has 
brought her endless happiness and 
grief.” 

The mine from which her husband 
extracted $10,000,000 worth of silver 
ore had become nearly valueless on 
his death in 1899, while lavish spend- 
ing and bad investments had erased 
Tabor's fortune. 

It was her sole heritage, and mort- 
gages threatened it five times, but al- 
ways before friends of former days 
came to Mrs. Tabor’s aid. 

Of recent years, Mrs. Tabor, once 
called the most beautiful woman in 
the west, has lived in an abandoned 
miner’s shack at the bleak mine en- 
trance 11,500 feet above sea level, and 
has explored its abandoned = shafts 
seeking a hidden outcropping of the 
silver vein.

the eggs had been cooked two weeks 
previously. 

The first patient taken off was a 
woman about 35 years old. She was 
unconscious. 

The second was a stout woman over 
50 years old. 

Several hundred pleasure seekers 
who started gaily out earlier in the 
day marched slowly off the boat. 

The last to be taken was a tot of 
about four years, carried to an auto- 
mobile in the arms of a ship officer. 

Analysis Being Made. 

A physician said they had diagnosed 
the illness as “food poisoning’ and 
that analyses were being made, 

A crowd of nearly 1,000 milled 
around the ambulances in front of the 
boat house. There was great excite- 
ment as flashlights boomed and the 
unconscious forms were placed in the 
ambulances. 

Some of the first boatload taken 


sufficiently to go to their homes. 
A police investigation of the tragedy 
was ordered. 


Police Seize Food. 


N. A. Saunders, headquarters de- 
tective, made the return trip on the 
MacAlester to get samples of uneaten 
foods for submission to the district 
chemist. 

As the MacAlester pushed its way 
steadily up the Potomac into the ship 
channel with its second load, the 
crowd became frantic. Relatives and 
friends of children on the boat crush- 
ed against police cordons in an effort 
to reach the dockhouse. 

There was no noise or spontaneous 
outeries, but a hushed murmur as 
they talked of the plight of the chil- 
dren. Some women were crying. 
Ked Cross nurses and hospital at- 
tendants endeavored to reassure them. 

Ambulances from hospitals and Red 
Cross stations were waiting in lines 
to receive their human cargoes. 

Siren Sounds Alarm, 

Its siren tied down to sound the 
alarm, the Charles MacAlester, ex- 
cursion boat, steamed up the Poto- 
mac, giving the alarm to Washington 
when it brought the first of the sick 
back from the pienie. 

The fog horn whistle, seldom used 
in the harbor, sent out wild wails 
until the boat was warped into the 
pier. 

When the whistles stopped, screams 
of women and children could be heard 
above the general uproar, as the river 
front was aroused by the siren and 
had assembled on the water front. 

Word of the tragedy spread through 
the city and thousands, including 
many frantic parents, rushed to the 
pier and fought with police to get 
to the dock. 

Taken On Boat Ride. 

The tragedy came during Washing- 
ton’s hottest day with m temperature 
of 104 degrees. The Central Union 
mission gathered up hundreds of poor- 
er children from congested districts 
and took them fpr a boat trip and 
picnic at Marshall Hall. 

This was the most tragic episode 
in the history of the old Charles 
MacAlester, which has plied the Po- 
tomac between Washington, Mount 
Vernon and Marshall Hall for 20 
years. ‘Thousands of tourists have 
visited the tomb of George and Mar- 
tha Washington aboard the old river 
sidewheeler. 

On the down trip this morning the 
rails were lined with laughing chil- 
dren, many of them with their toys, 
and some with parents. For many 
it was the first cool breath of air in 
a long heat wave. The boat was piled 
with boxes of sandwiches and every- 
thing pointed to a happy day. 

Children in Agony. 

The children played hard at Mar- 
shall Hall pienie grounds and then 
sat down to their picnic lunch. Soon 
some of them riding on the merry-go- 
round complained of illness. At first it 
seemed as if they were only dizzy. 
More serious symptoms quickly de- 
veloped and shortly those in charge of 
the picnie were frantic with children 
falling in agonized cries. 

Mrs. Agnes Wapshire said she 
helping another woman who 
prostrated by the poison when 
herself was seized with cramps 
fell to the ground. 

“T ate all the lunch which was 
given us, including the hard-boiled 
egg, but | am not certain what it was 
that made me ill,” she said. 

“It was extremely hot at Marshall 
Hall and 1 believe that perhaps the 
heat had a great deal to do with it, 
because we all ate heartily and then 
moved around in the sun,” 

Eggs Again Blamed. 

Mrs. Ida Helphenstin said most of 
the victims of the poisoning did not 
feel ill until after riding the merry- 
go-round, which, apparently,” she 
said, “had jarred the food up inside 
of us,”

They were dead opposed to 
John Adams, the federalist. And they 
repeated for Jefferson in 1804 anil 
the southern bloc, with Louisiana, 
Alabama and Mississippi added from 
time to time, continued to vote solid- 
ly for the democratic candidates un- 
til 1824. Then they divided between 
Jackson, Crawford and Clay. In that 
election, thrown into the house of rep- 
resentatives, the Adams-Clay bargain 
defeated Jackson and elected Adams.

Editor’s Note: The various state- | 
mantained institutions of Georgia 
formed the subject of, the review 
Friday of Sam ]. Slate, state auditor, 
before the Institute of Public Affairs 
being conducted this week at the 
University of Georgia. Mr. Slate’s 
comprehensive description of the 
problems facing these institutes ts 
printed in full below. 


Athens, Ga., July 20.—(/)—Praise 
for the manner in which all Georgia 
institutions are being managed, rec- 
ommendation of consolidation of in- 
stitutional purchasing, and a general 
board to cover the business affairs 
of the respective institutions were 


contained in Sam J. Slate's message 
to the institute of public affairs at 
the University of Georgia today. 

The prison farm and boys’ train- 
ing school at Milledgeville, girls’ 
training school and the state sanita- 
rium were described by Mr. Slate 
as showing marked advancement. The 
sanitarium for the tubercular at Alto, 
the Soldiers’ home and the Academy 
for the Blind were all cited by the 
speaker for specific examples of prog- 
gress, yet the state auditor felt the 
need of cooperative management, buy- 
ing and employment “around a com- 
mon table that all may profit.” 

“What we need in our institutions 
is closer harmony,” he said. “We 
need a bond of union between the 
state sanitarium at Milledgeville and 
the school at Gracewood, so that med- 
ical experience can be gathered and 
used at both places.” 

Following is the complete text of 
Mr. Slate’s address: 

Commends Management. 

“Our institutioral program reflects 
more credit upon the state than most 
of our organizations for business ef- 
ficiency, 

“All our institutions are well han- 
dled and the management is to be 
commended. JI think consolidation of 
purchasing and a general board to 
cover the business affairs of the in- 
stitution would be helpful, leaving 
the details of che technical manage- 
ment to the local board of trustees 
and the resident manager. 

“The prison farm shows marked 
improvement in cleanliness and at- 
tractiveness in the last four years. 
The improvements made at the wom- 
en's camp have been extensive. The 
prison commission has vyery largety 
improvements out of the 
maintenance appropriation and _ the 
physical aspect of the property is 
much better than in 1924. 

“The Boys’ Training school at Mil- 
ledgeville has shown marked advance 
under Mr. TIreland. Arrangements 
have been made to more largely. teach 
the boys trades. A new cottage has 
been built and this institution goes 
ahead. 

“The Girls’ Training school at At- 
lanta has overcome many handicaps 
under Mr. White, chairman of the 
board of trustees, and Mrs. M. E. 
Sikes. Water has been carried to 
the institution—a long felt want. The 
grounds are more attractive. Every 
cottage has been put into use. Marked 
improvement has been shown in the 
physical care and upkeep’ of the 
schoo]. Possibly no one realizes how 
many girls came from all over Geor- 
gia here and how many poor girls 
have been rescued and made useful 
in society, : 

“The State Sanitarium continues to 
grow. Ice plant and the Brantley 
home for nurses have been completed 
and paid for and a new building is 
rapidly been going up and another 
to follow. Appropriation has been 
made to supply water and the work 
is being done. The sanitarum bears 
the reputation of being one of the 
best managed institutions in the Unit- 
ed States. 

State Sanitarium Needs. 


“T think we do not realize the im- 
mense task of caring for our mental- 
ly sick, where at Milledgeville’ there 
are assembled 5,000 and they are fed, 
clothed, nursed and given drugs and 
medical attention at a cost in 1927, 
to the state of 616-10 cents a day. 
The board of trustees have been al- 
ways active and have carefully, pru- 
dently and wisely handled this situa- 
tion. The building program involv- 
ing the sum of $580,000 should help 
to relieve the overcrowing but our 
mentally unsound increase rapidly 
year by year, and a program of sev- 
eral years will be needed to complete 
the necessary buildings and equip- 
ment. We too long delayed construc- 
tion, and now we must do in a year 
or two what ought to have been done 
in the last 20 years. 


“At Alto we have built; at a cost of 
$500,000, the most modern sanitari- 
um in the south for the tubercular. 
The old institution has been turned 
over to the colored race. Here in 
this beautiful mountain country those 
stricken by this fell disease can have 
the most modern treatment and hos- 
pital service and equipment surpassed 
by no institution of like character. 

“The Soldiers’ home at Aflanta 
houses the last remnant of Georgia's 
gallant veterans of the Confederacy. 
Here we tuke care of those who have 
heen severed from all family ties. 
They are in round numbers now 
about 70. In the last two years we 
have had both medical attention and 
a trained nurse to care for them. 

“The Academy for the Blind at 
Macon and the School for the Deaf at 
Cave Spring are really to be classed 
among our institutions, : 


“I never enter the academy at Ma- 
con except with some pride that this 
institution has done so well. Much 
is being done to try to bring into 
shadowed darkened lives of those chil- 
dren, entertainment and the means to 
occupy themselves. Recent appropria- 
tions of the legiSlature have been 
used and the whole property shows 
the effect. 

Deafness Increasing. 


“Miuch has been done at Cave 
Spring in the way of making useful 
and happy lives of the deaf children 
of Georgia. Our deaf population is 
steadily increasing. Medical science 
has done much to cut down blindness, 
but the deaf are growing in larger 
numbers. 

“I come now to the last of our 
state institutions. It is our youngest 
and weakest and has been neglected. 
An institution born 10 years ago and 
only last year was given an appro- 
priation sufficient to take care of 100 
children—the School for Mental De- 
fectives at Gracewood, I do not know 
any institution that makes such a 
gripping appeal to human emotions, 


rapidly emerged as this institution in 
the last vear under the management 
of Dr. Qden, but we have only begun. 
We should care for at least 500 de- 
fective children in Georgia instead of 
100. We need buildings und equip- 
ment and we need maintenance funds, 

“I have seen the blind children in 
quiet happy content as they played. I 
have heard the joyous shouts of the 
deaf, but to me the saddest sight is 
the child bereft of intelligence as they 
sit in brooding silence. Verily of 
them it can be said, they have eyes 
and see not—for no gleam of intelli- 
gence sparkles in their depth. They 
have ears and hear not, for no re- 
sponse ever arises to their lips. I 
have seen these children taken and 


suitable to their intelligence. We 
sent out eight last year and nine this 
year. Qne has been returned. One 
of these little children, a boy in WNa- 
vannah, showed me with pride his 
apron and milk pails and told me “lL 
had no head for books, but I cam milk 
a cow better and keep cleaner than any 
boy in Savannah.’ Wondrous wisdom 
this is to be able to find life's work 
and do it willingly and cheerfully. 

“Experts figure we have nearly 5,- 
000 defective children in Georgia, and 
D000 of them need institutional care 
and training. The hands of a child- 
hood sitting in unlighted chambers, 
stretched out to you and me and ask 
us to unlock for them some of the 
wonders of this wonderful world in 
which we live. 

“Shall we, to whom much has heen 
given, deny this pitiful appeal from 
those whose lips are dumb? 

“I wanted to tell you of this work, 
how we have taken from homes where 
they were tied to beds while families 
went to work and have coaxed them 
and played with them until we have 
sent. them into life’s work able to 
earn a livelihood and capable of tak- 
ing care of themselves. Some, of 
course, are hopeless, but many can be 
helped. Many do not know of the 
gracious work our mother, the state, 
is doing and I wanted you to know. 
suildings must be provided for this 
institution. 

“What we need in our institutions 
is closer harmony; we need a bond of 
union between the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville and the school at Grace- 
wood so that medical experience can 
be gathered and used at both places, 
We need that all of these institutions 
brings problems of management, of 
buying, of employing service and va- 
rious business experience around a 
common table that all may profit.

DEAN JOHNSTON 
TAKEN BY DEATH

was later awarded the degree of doc- 
tor of letters by the University of 
Alabama and doctor of divinity by 
the University of the South at 
Suwanee. 

His First Charges. 


Dean Johnston’s first charges after 
his graduation were churches in Wil- 
liamsport, Pa., and Tyrone, fa. 
From there he was transferred to 
Bradentown, Fla., in 1907 and became 
archdeacon of the diocese of south- 
ern Florida. 

He was later made rector 
Saints church at Mobile, one 
leading Episcopalian churches in the 
southeast. 

Dean Johnson came to St. Phil- 
ip’s’ from Mobile in 1916 and had 
served in that capacity, with remark- 
able success and popularity ever 
since, except for the period of his 
war service as a chaplain on the 
fighting front in France. 

As a war chaplain he was assign- 
ed to the second battalion of the 105th 
engineers, United States army, a unit 
which was brigaded with the British 
army in Flanders. There he made a 
marvelous record as a chaplain and 
there he contracted the malady which, 
ten years later, proved fatal, 

Dean Johnston was active in the 
work of the American Legion and was 
beloved by all his former comrades of 
war days in that organization. He 
had traveled extensively and was in 
great demand as a lecturer and public 
speaker. 

Successful as Speaker. 

As a speaker he was eloquent. He 
eould command wit, humor or pathos 
as the need arose and was equally 
suecessful in the pulpit or on the 
lecture platform. 

He was a member of the standing 
committee of the diocese of Atlanta, 
the most important church legislative 
body in the diocese. He took a prom- 
inent part in civic, as well as church 
affairs, and was one of the most 
popular men in Atlanta among busi- 
ness atid social leaders of all classes 
and denominations.

ITALIA SURVIVORS 
PLAN RETURN HOME 


Oslo, Juiy 20.—(#)—The Italian 
minister to Norway, replying to a 
question retarding the Nobile expe- 
dition, said today that General Um- 
berto Nobil| and the other survivors 
of the Itala would return to Italy 
through Stockholm and central 
Europe. 

The minister could not say whether 
an official inquiry would be opened on 
the expedition but thought it most 
likely that the general would be re- 
quired to furnish a very detailed re- 
port, 

Questioned whether Italy had a law 
dealing with situations of this nature, 
the minister said that Italian law 
provided for all sorts of accidents, 
even those during aerial trips. 

The suggestion that Premier Mus- 
solini was in any way responsible for 
the Jtalia’s expedition was rejected 


by the minister, who said that the 
project was purely of a private char- 
acter, organized and financed by the 
city of Milan. Premier Mussolini, he 
said, never gave any order that the 
Italian flag be dropped on the pole on 
May 25 in celebration of Italy's en- 
try into the world war nor had any 
orders been given regarding the con- 
ditions under which the expedition 
was to operate. 

This statement was in. answer to 
questions regarding dispatches that 
the Italia had made the trip to the 
pole despite unfavorable weather con- 
ditions in order to reach it on the an- 
niversary date. ' 

In submitting to today’s interview, 
the Italian minister laid aside the 
usual rule of diplomacy regarding 
press interviews.

The men, including Nattale Cec- 
cioni, whose leg was broken in the 
crash of the Italia on May 25, and 
Captain Alberto Mariano, who was 
picked up with a badly frostbitten 
leg and in an exhausted © condition, 
were transferred to the Citta di 
Milano. General Umberto Nobile, 
leader of the ill-fated expedition, who 
was rescued by airplane on June 24, 
awaited them aboard his base ship. 

Buried in the polar ice cap they 
Pomella,. killed in the 
erash. Dr. Finn Malmgren was left 
behind a month ago dying in a grave 
of ice by Captains Mariano and Zap- 
pi when they pushed on in a futile at- 
tempt to reach land.

I have given in- 
structions to my attorneys to immediate! 
appeal the case to the supreme court by 
a bill of exceptions. 

As long as | am commissioner of agri- 
culture the appointees of my former op- 
ponent will net be reinstated in office 
aud will not be paid one cent. I have 
not and I will not issue any commis- 
sions to any of the employees of the de- 
partment of agriculture to extend be- 
yond my term of office. It is funda- 
mentally wrong for one official to try 
to force his will and discretion on his 
successor.

Bobby Walthour is returning to the bicycle tracks of Atlanta today 
after a long absence which hé has spent in piling up a list of records 
which will place him and his bicycle in the hall of sports fame forever. 


The return of Bobby Walthour means more than the mere 
return of a notable in sports. It means more than a mere spec- 
tacle for a few thousand spectators to gaze at this afternoon at 
Lakewood park. It means reminiscing for the “old timers’ who 
remember when the tandem bike was the veritable apex of 
Sunday afternoon entertainment. When the populace was 
shocked at the village wit who first dubbed the bicycle a 
“‘bike.”” When the bicycle was used for something other than 
delivery of tooth paste and what not from the “‘naborhood”’ 
drug store. 


Not that Bobby Walthour, Sr., made his name in the tandem bicycle 
age. His reputation as the greatest bicycle racer in the world dates from 
the tandem age to the present. At fhe age of 49—not 52, please—he is 
still a great athlete. _ He is still ready to pedal his high-powered bicycle 
around a half mile oval more times than most modern cyclists could ride 
around in an automobile. Though he started burning up the bike tracks 
way back when most of us were learging to pedal our first scooter, some 
of his greatest records have come in very recent years, since he has 
passed the 40-year mark.

OfNew Course

Proposed Plan To Reduce 
Size From 18 to 9 Holes 
Stirs Golf Head. 


Below is a statement issued Friday 
by Trammell Scott, president of the 
recently formed Atlanta 
Golfers’ association: 

“With further regard to the pro- 
posed John A. White publie golf 
course on Cascade avenue, which I 
now understand is to be changed from 
an 18-hole coftrse to a 9-hole course, 
‘at the urgent request of West End 
citizens,’ and the West End Womans 
club. I would like to bring out a few 
facts plainly, as follows: 

‘“, All conditions were carefully con- 
sidered before the nretition was made for 
a standard-siged gelf course on this site. 
with special regard for the children and 
their playground facilities. 

. In the West End community there 
is Howell park. At the West End Golf 
club is another playground for children. 
At Moseley park the city now is expending 
$45.000, and two swimming pools will be 
available instead of one, and there are 
also some playground facilities. This is 
three parks and playgrounds in this com- 
munity. 

“2. The property in question was bought 
by the city on the request of golfers, and 
the plans were drawn for an 18-hole course, 
after which a petition signed by 65 men, 
women and children, mostly living on one 
street: in West End, was allowed to stam- 
nede the commission into disregarding the 
$800 plans already drawn and paid for. 

‘4. The site of the proposed John A. 
White course is net in any way central or 
suited by location to a playground for more 
than a handful of famities.. Any citizen 
may tide out there and see for himself 
that the immediate community is far too 
thinly populated to warrant a general play- 
ground park. 

“5, This is no disadvantage as a golf 
course site as golfers are accustomed to 
journey miles to play their game, whereas 
children as a rule must occupy playgrounds 
in their close neighborhood. 

" The members of council and fair- 
minded citizens must admit if they g0 
to the proposed site on Cascade avenue, 
that in 15 years this community might be 
densely enough populated to warrant a re- 
creational park, but that it was not so 
now. 

“7, In spite of this. $300 have been 
spent on the altered plans for a nine-hole 
course, and work is to be started at once 
if annroved by the finance committee. 

a A nine-hole course costs more than 
half as much to construct end maintafn as 
an 18-hole course and fewer than half as 
many players can use it at one time, A 
nine-hole course would not relieve the con- 
ditions at Piedmont park and the Key 
courses, and not one of the three then 
could be kent in good physical condition, 
or the operation be conducted in an orderly 
manner. 

‘9, The evident intention to scatter 
nine-hole golf courses about the city as 
tennis courts might be scattered is against 
the policy of every city of any impor- 
tance in America. The accented plan is 
the construction of one good 18-hole course 
at a time, in whatever site is suitable 
to it, with no regard for political ceography. 
A good golf course takes room and only cer- 
tain localities are suited to it. If it 
is a matter of property enhancement—a very 
poor sort of excuse on which to base a 
worthy recreational plan—it is well known 
that nothing enhances property more than 
a go f course in these davs, There seems 
to exist » confused notion in some quarters 
is a golf course, the 
same as a tennis court is a tennis court. 
But a short nine-hole golf course compares 
to a full-sized one as a bath tub does 
to a swimming pool; and I think it is 
time we woke up generally to the ‘fact 
thet Atlanta has not at present a single 
public golf covrse worthy of the city, as 
compared with Birmingham, Jacksonville, 8Sa- 
vannah and other smaller southern cities.

They closed at 20.88, or 
within a point of the lowest, the gen- 
eral market closing barely steady at 
net declines of 36 to 39 points. 

The market opened easy at a decline 
of 10 to 25 points, in response to rela- 
tively easy Liverpool cables and re- 
ports of better weather in the eastern 
belt. October sold off to 21.06 on 
the call, equal to the low price touched 


on the decline Tuesday, and failure 
of this price to attract a more ag- 
gressive demand, appeared to encour- 
age the selling movement. 

Offerings increased after the call 
and while there were spurts of cover- 
ing with moderate rallies from time 
to time, the decline continued until 
July sold at 20.66 and December at 
20.71, during the day, or about 37 to 
40 points net lower. The eastern 
belt details showing Jess precipitation 
than yesterday no doubt contributed 
to the decline, while the forecast for 
unsettled weather in west Texas was 
evidently regarded by some traders as 
possibly foreshadowing rains or show- 
ers in that section over the week-end. 

Offerings Taper off. 

Offerings tapered off at the decline. 
and there were rallies of 15 or 164 
points from the lowest in early after- 
noon on covering for over the week- 
end, probably promoted by private re- 
ports that there was no sign of rain 
in west Texas and that temperatures 
continued high.

Bancitaly Corporation stock, pur- 
chased by thousands of small inves- 
tors, sold as high as $233 a share 
this year. A month ago it dropped 
to $100 a share. It is now around 
$110. 

Let us suppose a_ stenographer 
hought 10 sha@res of this stock when 
it reached $200. She had only &200 
to put up, and so she bought on a 
margin of $20 a share. She put up 
her $200 for the 10 shares. This is 
all the money she had. Now she 
hopes the stock will rise. But instead 
of rising it goes down 30 points in 
one day. Not being able to put any 
more money in it, she loses her $200. 
Such an incident is not unusual, even 
for conservative stocks, It has hap- 
pened hundreds of times during the 
last year, and it will happen many 
times again. 


Speculation has been rampant in 
Bancitaly corporation stock for sev- 
eral years, especially on the west 
coast. The executive heads of the 
corporation have warned their stock- 
holders repeatedly not to buy on a 
margin, but in the stock scramble of 
the last few months this warning 
went unheeded. Result—Disaster for 
the small fry.
